Expences) he ſaved the King of his own Revenue 110,000 

Marks. He died of a Fever, in July 1205, at his Manor of 
Theo.

Land of Arclow to found the Abby on. He likewiſe in 1205 
founded and endowed the Abby of Wotheney, or Woney, 

in the County of Limerick, having in the Year 1200 founded 
and liberally endowed that of Nenagh in the County of Tip- 
perary for Auguſtine Canons, with a Proviſion, that at leaſt 
13 ſick Perſons ſhould be maintained in the Houſe, with the 
daily Allowance of a Loaf, Drink, and a Plate of Meat. 

In 1204 he gave two Palfreys for Licence to go into Eng- 
land, and dying in 1206, was buried in a Tomb, made for 
him in Wotheney Abby.

Theobald, the fifth honorary Butler of Ireland, was pre- 
ſent in the Iriſh Parliament of 1295, and ſtands the fifth on 


the Roll. In the Spring of 1296 he attended the King in 


his Invaſion of Scotland, and accompanied him in all thoſe 
Expeditions, wherein Edenburgh, with the loſs of 25,000 


Scots, and all the Fortreſſes of that Kingdom, were reduced; 
and gained a great Reputation by. his Valour. In 1297 he 
. purchaſed from Philip de Rupella the Manor of Bree in the 


County of Dublin, with all the Lands in the Brinns ; and alſo 
the Cantred of Omany in Connaught, the Lands in Crom, 
and divers others, He died unmarWd at his Manor of Tur- 
vey, 14th May 1299, and was buried the 27th, in Worthney 
Abby, being ſucceeded in Eſtate, and the Butlerſpip of Ireland,

Edmond, who in 1302 ſat in Parliament, as a Baron, and 
about the Feaſt of St. Hillary that Year, recovered the Manor 
of Hollywood near Ballymore from Richard, Archbiſhop of 
Dublin (except the Advowſon of the Church) reſerving to 


the Sce two Pounds of Wax, and half an Ounce of Gold 


yearly, and releaſing all his Right to one Meſſuage and five 
Acres of Land, with their Appurtenances, in Luſke. He 
was knighted in London by King Edward It in 1309, and 
that Year, with John, after Earl of Kildare, diſperſed the 
Rebellion in Connaught and Offaley; and in 1312, being 
L. D. he repreſſed the Excurſions of the Byrnes and Tooles, 
numerous and potent Clans, forced them to ſubmit; and 
being a great Encourager of Servitors, made a noble Feaſt at. 


Dublin on Sunday 29th of September, when he created 30 


Knights. By Patent, dated at Langley 4th January 1314, 
he was again appointed L. J. of Ireland, with a Fee of 5op /. 
a Year, and 9 Edward II, held a Parliament at Kilkenny 
to raiſe a Subfidy for Defence of the Realm, againſt Edwar

James, James, the ſecond Earl of Ormond, was born at Kilkenny 
2 Earl. 1th October 1331, and given in Ward, iſt September 1344, 
to Maurice, Earl of Deſmond, for the Fine of 2300 Marks; 
and afterwards to Sir John Darcy I.. J. of Ireland, who 
married him to his Daughter Elizabeth. He was uſually 
called the Neble Earl, on account of his Deſcent from the 
Royal Family; and by the Iriſh, James the Chaſte, an Appel- 
lation procured by his, Modeſty and Virtue. Through his 
Extraction, and in recompenſe of his Services, he obtained 
ſeveral Grants of Lands and other Favours from King Ed- 
ward III, and Richard II. On 18th April 1359, he was ap- 
pointed L. J. of the Kingdom, as he was again, 15th March 
1360, in which Year he publiſhed Proclamations, and made 
divers Regulations, for the Advancement of the Engliſh In- 
tereſt in Ireland ; and did preat Service againft the rebellious 
- Triſh in the Provinces of Uliter, Leinſter, and Munſter. On 
8th September 1261, Lionel, Duke of Clarence, third Son 
of King Edward III, being made L. L. he attended him from 
England, with many other Great Men, having an Allowance 
for himſelf of 45s. a Day and for his Retinue ; 28. apiece for 
two Knights; 12 d. for 27 Eſquires; 6d. for 20 Hoblers 
armed; and 4 d. for as many unarmed. In 1362, he flew 
600 of Mac Murrough's Followers at Teigſtaffen in the 
County of Kilkenny ; and, 22d April 1364, was appointed 
L. D. to the ſaid Duke of Clarence; as he was L. J. 24th. 
1 Commiſſion, dated at Dublin 18th October 1344, 18 Edward III, was 
granted to this Thomas de Dagworth, and Aliahore his Wife, of the Cuſtody of

lawed, and to grant them ſafe Condusts, in order to reform 
them to Peace, and preſerve the Tranquility of the Country; 
ſo as ſuch Treating ſhould not tend to the Prejudice of the 
King's faithful Subjects. He died 18th October 1382 (or 
1383) in his Caſtle of Knocktopher (near which he had, 
in 1356, founded a Convent of Carmelite F riers) and* was 
buried; in the Cathedral of St. Canice in Kilkenny. 

By his faid Wife, (who re-married with Sir Robert Her- | 

ford, and by her Deed, 5 Rich. II, ſurrender'd to her Son 
all her Dower in Ireland, except that of the. Prize Wines) 
he had two Sons, James, his Heir, then under Age ; Thomas, 
who by Commiſſion, dated at Kilkenny 25th May 1389, was 

_ conſtituted, with Nicholas White of Clonmell, the King's 
Juſtices in the County of Cork, during Pb to inquire 
upon Oath, of all Seditions, Tranſgreffions, Felonies, Op- 
preſſions, Conſpiracies, Confederacies, and other Crimes 
whatſoever, committed againſt the King, or his liege People, 
and to adminiſter Juſtice throughout t that County, &c. and two 
Daughters, Ellen married to Gerald, Earl of Deſmond, and 
died in 1404; and Joan to Teige O Carrol, Prince of Elye, 
and died of the Plague in 1383. 

James, the third Earl of Clannad, by building and making 
the Caſtle of Gowran his uſual Reſidence, was commonly 3 
called Earl of Gowran ; but, 1:th September 1391, he con- 
cluded the Purchaſe of the Caſtle of Kilkenny (4), which 
became the chief Seat of the F amily. He alſo built the 
Cattle of Dunfert, (commonly called Danes-F ort) and in 
1386 founded a Friery of Minorites at Aileſbury in Bucks. 
In 1384 be was Deputy of the Kingdom to Philip de Courte- 

nay, the King's Couſin; and, 25th July 1392, again made 
L. J. as he was in 1401; and 26th October 1404,--0n- the 
Depatzure of Sir Stephen Scrope to England.

James, James, the fourth Earl of Ormond, commonly called zhe 
; 4 Earl. I bite Earl, was a Man of good Parts, and Maſter of a great 
| _ ſhare of Learning, (which at that time was very rare in 
| Noblemen) and before he attained his full Age, was, on 
Whitſunday, 4 Henry VI, together with the King, knighted 
by John, Duke of Bedford, the King's Uncle and Regent ; 
after which, -returning into Ireland, he accompanied the De- 
puty Scrope in his Invaſion-of Mac-Murrough's Territory, 
when that Sept was routed, and O Nolan, with his Son and 
many others, made Prifoners: And being informed that Wal- 
ter de Burgo and O Carrol had ravaged the County of Kil- 
kenny, they marched to Callan with ſuch Expedition, that 
they ſurprized and defeated the Rebels with great Slaughter. 
On his return to Dublin, being not yet of Age (for that Year 
his Wardſhip was granted to Thomas, Duke of Lancaſter, 
Son to King Henry IV) he was left L. D. of the Kingdom, 
his Commiſſion bearing date 18th December 1407; and

Richard Plantagenet, Duke. of York, having a Son born in 
Dublin, well known afterwards by the Name of George Duke 
of Clarence, his Lordſhip and the Earl of Deſmond were God- 
fathers., In Harveſt, 1412, he accompanied Thomas of Lan- 
caſter, Duke of Clarence, into France, in which Year Henry V 
mounting the Throne, he was in great Favour with that vic- 
torious Prince (e); by whom he was appointed L. L. by a very 
large Commiſſion, bearing date 10th February 1419, and 
landing at Waterford. xoth April, held a Parliament 7th June, 
which granted the King two Subſidies, and to himſelf 700 
Marks; after which he made great Preys upon O Reily, Mac- 

Murrough, (who then made all Leinſter tremble) Mac-Mahon, 
and others; for his Services againſt whom, the Parliament 
granted him a further Sum of 300 Marks. 

King Henry V deceaſing 31ſt Auguſt 1422, his Lordſhip 
was continued in the Government until the Arrival of Edmond 
Mortimer, Earl of March, to whom, th May 1424, he was 
made Deputy, as he was the next Year to John, Lord Fur- 
nival, and again 15th April 1426; and 13th September follow- 
ing, he ſent James Cornwalſh, Chief Baron of the Exchequer, 
to lay before the King and Council the State of Affairs, and 
to proſecute ſeveral Matters relating to the Benefit and Preſer- 
vation of the Kingdom, for which he was allowed 6s. 8d. a 
Day. Alfo, 28th Auguſt 1427, he declared to the Council, 
that he had, expended 40 Marks in reſiſting Gerald O Ca- 
venagh, an Iriſh Enemy, who had lately aflembled a. great 
Multitude of Kerns, to deſtroy the King's Subjects; for which 
Sum he had a Liberate 11th October following; and the Day 
after, another for 50 Marks, for maintaining and keeping in

great Danger; and deſired that Richard Wogan, Chancellor, 
Father Hugh Middleton, or Robert Mansfield, would repair 


to the King, and procure a ſafe Paſſage for bim; and declare, 
that there was then great Confederacy to deſtroy his liege Sub- 
jects, and that if it pleaſed his Highneſs to give the L. L.

His Lordſhip was a great Lover of Hiſtory and Antiquities, 
and gave Lands for ever to the College of Heralds, for which, 
until the Reformation of Religion, he was prayed for in all 
their publick Meetings, and conſtantly after remembered as a 
ſpecial Benefactor. He built the Caſtles of Tulleophelim, 
Nenagh, Roſcrea, and Templemore; and gave the Manor 
and Advowſon of Huckcote in Bucks to the Hoſpital of St. 
Thomas D' Acres in London, which was confirmed by Par- 
liament 31 Henry VI, at the Suit of his Son. He married 


firſt Johan, Daughter to Gerald, the fifth Earl of Kildare, 


who dying 3d Auguſt 1430, was buried in the ſaid Hoſpital; 
and 2dly, in 1432, Elizabeth, Daughter to William Beau- 


champ, Lord Bergavenny, and Widow of John, Lord Grey 


of Wilton ; but by her, who died 6th Auguſt 1452, a few 
Days before him, he had no Iſſue; having by the firſt three 
Sons, James, John, and Thomas, ſucceſſive Earls of Ormond ; 
and two Daughters, Elizabeth, the ſecond Wife of John, the 
ſecond Earl of Shrewſbury, and died in 1473; and Anne,

He died at Ardee 23d Auguſt 1452, on his return from an 
Expedition againſt Connor O Mulrian, and was buried in 
St. Mary's Abby near Dublin ; being ſucceeded by his eldeſt 
Son James, the fifth Earl of Ormond, who was born 24th 
November 1420, and knighted when very young by King 
Henry VI, with whom he was in great Eſteem. He attended 


Richard, Duke of York, Regent of France into that King- 


dom; and, in Conſideration of his Adherence and Fidelity to 
the Lancaſtrian Intereſt againſt the Houſe of Vork, was created

Wiltſhire, to him and the Heirs Male of his Body ; 'and in

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Picardy were committed for the Term of five Years. In 1451 
he was made L. D. of Ireland, and the next Year ſucceeding 
his Father in the Title of Ormond, was appointed L. L. 12th 
May 1453 for ten Years; alſo 15th March 1455, Lord High 
'Treafurer of England; and ſhortly after attended the King at 
the Battle of St. Albans, where the Yorkiſts prevailing, he 
fled, caſting his Armour into a Ditch ; yet, on a Turn of 
Affairs, was reſtored to his Poſt of Treaſurer 37 Henry VI, 
and the next Year created 2 Knight of the Garter, and made 
Keeper of the Foreſt or Park of Pederton in Somerſetſhire, 
and of Cranbourn Chace in the Counties of Wilts and Dorſet. 
He ſoon after fitted ont five great Ships of Genoa, to fight the 
Earl of Warwick's Fleet, with which he ſailed to the Nether- 
Jands ; but returning before the Battle of Wakefield, fought 
3 iſt December 1469, he commanded one Wing of the Army, 
which incloſed and flew the Duke of York, Father of King 
Edward IV; but 2gth March 1461, being at the bloody 


Battle of Towton-Field, he was taken Priſoner by Richard 


Salkeld; beheaded at Newcaſtle 1ſt May, and in the enſuing 
Parliament, which met 4th November, attainted. 8 

He married three Wives; firſt Avicia, only Daughter to 
John Fitz-Alan, Earl of Arundel, Duke of Touraine in 
France, and Heir to her Brother Humphry, who died 16th

Leiceſter for his faithful Adherence to King Henry VI, for 
which he was alfo attainted ; yet by King Edward IV was 
reſtored in Blood, and to all his Eſtate, except the Manor and 
Hundred of Rochford, and other Lands in Eſſex. That King 
was uſed to ſay of him, That he was the goodlieſt Knight 
« he ever beheld, and the fineſt Gentleman in Chriſtendom; 
< and that if good Breeding, Nurture, and liberal Qualities 
<< were loſt in the World, they might all be found in John, 
« Earl of Ormond.” He was a perfect Maſter of all the Lan- 
guages of Europe ; and there was ſcarce a Court in it, to which 
that Prince did not ſend him Embaſſador; but, in a fit of De- 


votion, making a Journey to Jeruſalem, he died in the Holy 


Land 1478, unmarried, and was ſucceeded by his only Brother 


Thomas, Sir Thomas Butler, the ſeventh Earl of Ormond, who was

Rebels and Malefactors; was very religious through the courſe 
of his Life; and every Year, in the laſt Fortnight of Lent, 
retired from all Buſineſs, and lay during that time in a Cham- 
ber near St. Canice Church, called Paradiſe; where, by 
Prayers and Alms, he prepared himſelf for the Reception of 
the Sacrament on the approaching Feſtival of Eaſter. He 
and his Lady, with whom he lived many Years in great Ho- 
nour and Proſperity, planted great Civility in the Counties of 
Kilkenny and Tipperary ; and, to give that People an Example 
of Induſtry, brought from Flanders and. elſewhere, Artificers, 
whom they employed in their Caſtle of Kilkenny, to work 
Diaper, Tapeſtry, Turky-Carpets, Cuſhions, and other like 

Works, ſome whereof remained there till of late Years.

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James, the ninth Earl of Ormond, was a moſt honourable James, 
and worthy Nobleman, and in great Eſteem with King 9 Earl. 
Henry VIII, who 5th July 1532, made him Lord High Trea- 
ſurer of Ireland for Life; and 11th May 1535, Admiral of the 
Kingdom, with the Cuſtody of all the Ports thereof. In 1534. 
he not only refuſed to join with his Kinſman Thomas, Lord 
Offaley, in his Rebellion, who earneſtly ſolicited his Concur- 
rence by Letter; but in his Anſwer told him, he had rather in that 
Quarrel die his Enemy, than live his Partner; and when that 
Lord thought to force him to a Compliance, by inyading his 
Lands, he reſolutely oppoſed him,. and in an Engagement at 
Feri pont near Thomaſtown, flew many of his Followers; but 
being himſelf fore wounded, was carried to his Houſe at Dun- 
more; and the Enemy apprehending another Battle with freſh :

On 23d October that Year, the Rebellion broke out, and 
his Lordſhip being then at his Houſe in Carrick, the L. J. 
by an Expreſs, notified the Diſcovery of the Plot ; adviſed 
him to ſtand upon his Guard ; to make the beſt Proviſion he 
could for the Defence of the Country about him ; and deſired 
him preſently to repair to Dublin with his Troop of Hotſe : 
And the King referring the whole Buſineſs of Ireland to the 
Parliament of England, they made the Earl of Ormond (that. 
the Army might be led by an honourable and promiſing Perſon) 
Lieutenant General; who being approved by the King, as 
one, who by his Relations, Integrity, and Quality, was pitched 
on as the fitteſt Perſon for that Employment, his Majeſty con- 
firmed him therein by his Letter from Edinburgh of the 3 fſt of 
that Month: In which Station he behaved with indefatigable 
Activity and undaunted Reſolution; for, as ſoon as an Army 
(i) The Deputy calling a Parliament to meet 14th July at the Caftle of Dublin, 
Publiſhed a Proclamation, (to prevent any ill Effects from their Animoſity, which 
was now riſen very high) that no Member, either Peer or Commoner, ſhould enter

the King to call him into his Privy Council, as a Perſon of folid Judgment, grave 
and ſober Carriage, and good Affection to his Majeſty's Service; who, (added to that 


Teſtimony) confidering both his Nobility and Worth, thought fit to encourage and 


enable him for his Service; and therefore by his Letter from Weſtminſter 20th Ja- 
could 
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could be raiſed, he marched from Dublin (3 iſt January), took 
the Caſtle of Lyons; routed the Rebels at Kilſaghlan; ſe- 
cured Naas with a Garriſon, and placed in the Town a new 
Sovereign, eight Burgeſſes, and 50 Families of deſpoiled Pro- 
teſtants; and having loſt a Trumpeter with four Soldiers, by 
the Garriſon of Tipper, he marched thither, and cauſed it, 
with all therein, to be blown up; after which, 15th April 
1642, he gained a very fignal Victory over the Iriſh Army 
under the Lord Mountgarret at Kilruſh, on his March from 
Athy to Dublin, killing 700 Men, and taking all their Ammu- 
nition, the General's Waggon drawn by eight Oxen, and 
20 Colours. For this great Service he received (8th Auguſt) 
a Letter of Thanks from the Parliament, dated 25th April, 
with a Jewel of 6201. value ; and the King, on his Part, 
by Privy Seal dated at Nottingham 23d Auguſt 1642, directed 


2 full Diſcharge to be given him, of what Mortgages and 


Debts he ſtood engaged for to thoſe in actual Rebellion, and 
for which the ſaid Mortgages were given; and alſo by Patent, 


dated at the ſame Place the 3oth of that Month, created him 
Marqueſs of Ormond. | 


In. November 1641, he was joined in Commiſſion with the 


Lord Mountgarret, to govern and command ſuch Forces as 
they ſhould raiſe, and be armed by the State, for the Defence 
of the County of Kilkenny; and 11th January 1642, com- 


miſſioned, with others, to receive the Propoſitions of the 


Iriſh Confederate Recufants. In March 1642, he took the 


Caſtles of Caſtlemartin, Kildare, "Tully, and Timolin ; whence 


marching to Roſs, he obtained on the 18th a compleat Victory, 
though at a great Diſadvantage, over Genera] Preſton. Soon 
after which, a Propoſal being ſet on foot by the King, for a 


Ceſſation of Arms with the Iriſh for one whole Year; he 


was appointed to conclude it by the King's Letters, dated at 
Oxford 23d April, 3d May, and 3 iſt _— 1643, and by 
Commiſſion under the Great Seal, dated at 


ublin 3 iſt Au- 


guſt, authorizing him to treat and conclude for his Majeſty, 
and in his Name, with his ſaid Subjects, upon a Ceſſation of 


Arms for one whole Vear, to begin at ſuch Time, as to him 
ſhould be thought fit, and upon ſuch Articles and Agreements, 


as to him ſhould ſeem neceffary for his Majeſty's Service ; 


or otherwiſe to break off the Treaty, as he ſhould ſee Cauſe. 
Accordingly, he concluded the Treaty 15th September, by 


which they were to pay 30,8001. and ſend Succours to the 


King in England: And 16th November his Lordſhip ſent to 
England about 2000 Men; and 3d December 1300 Foot and 


140 Horſe under the Command of Colonel Robert Byron. 


The 
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The Ceſſation being thus concluded, his Influence, Fidelity, - 


and Diligence, became ſo conſpicuous, that it was thought 
neceſſary to confer upon him the Government of the King- 
dom; and accordingly being appointed by the King at Oxford, 
13th November 1643, L. L. of Ireland, he was ſworn 21 Ja- 
nuary following; and 23d March had a reverſionary Grant of 
the Government of the Fort of Duncannon, after the Death 
of Laurence, Lord Eſmond, with an Augmentation of the 
Warders from 30 to 100; and that Nobleman dying 26th 
March 1645, he had a Grant thereof 5th December 1646, 
for Life. The Iriſh Agents preſenting to the King ſeveral 
Propoſitions in order to a firm. and ſettled Peace; his Majeſty 


appointed the Marquis of Ormond, by Commiſſion dated at 


Buckingham 24th June 1644, to treat concerning the Eſta- 
bliſhment of a firm and perfect Peace in Ireland, and if he 


found it not reaſonable to conſent to ſuch Propoſitions, as 


ſhould be made for a full Peace, then to conclude of a further 


Ceſſation of Arms. By virtue of this Commiſſion he concluded 


a Peace, conſiſting of thirty Articles, which was ſigned and 


ſealed 28th March 1646; whereby the Iriſh were to furniſh a a 
Body of 10,000 Men for the Service of the King againft the 
Parliament; and he had a Commiſſion 17th Auguſt, autho- 


rizing him to give out Commiſſions for raiſing Officers, as 


well Natives of Ireland, as others his Majeſty's Subjects. 


He continued in the Government until the Year 1647, 


when, with the King's Approbation, he concluded a Treaty 


with the Parliament's Commiſſioners, 18th June, for deliver- 


ing into their Hands the next Day all the Garriſons of the 
Kingdon, which he did, together with the City of Dublin; 
and 28th July the Regalia of the Government. He then left

Normandy z' whence he waited on the Queen and Prince of 
Wales at Paris, by whom he was conſulted in every Tranſac- 


tion, being the Perſon moſt depended. upon to begin to give

receive him, as the King's L. L. he ventured over, and ar- 
rived at Cork 29th September 1648; whence 11th October 
he went to his Houſe of Carrick, and there treated of Peace 
with the Commiſſioners of the General Aſſembly, which 
(17th January) was folemnly confirmed and proclaimed at 


Kilkenny; on the zoth of which Month the King being be- 


headed, the Marqueſs received the News with inexpreſſible 
Grief, and a ſuitable Reſentment ; and 17th February King 
Charles II continuing him L. L. he cauſed him to be folemnly 
proclaimed 19th March, and uſed his utmoſt Endeavours to 
recover the Kingdom to his Obedience; which proving inef- 
fectual, he appointed the Marqueſs of Clanrickard his Deputy; 
and again leaving Ireland 6th December 1650, arrived ſafe in 
France, where he gave the Queen an Account of the Con- 


dition of the Kingdom; and for theſe his Services to his King 
and Country, was excepted from Pardon for Life or Eſtate, 


by Cromwell's Act of Parliament for the Settlement of 
Ireland. ol - 
When the King returned to Paris after his Defeat at Wor- 
ceſter, he was ſworn of the Privy Council ; and conſtantly 
attending his Majeſty, was conſulted by him in all his Affairs. 
In 1654, with great Steadineſs of Spirit, he brought the Duke 
of Glouceſter from the Queen at Paris to the King at Cologne, 
to prevent his being perverted in his Religion ; and foon after 


attended the Princeſs Royal from the Hague to the King; 


as he did his Majefty in his Journey to Frankfort ; and was 
preſent at the Interview with the famous Chriſtina, Queen of 


Sweden, at Koningſtein. In June following he was diſpatched 


to engage the Duke of Neuburg's Intereſt, to diſpoſe the Court 
of Bruftels to eſpouſe the King's Cauſe, and promote a Treaty 


of Alliance between their Britannick and Catholick Majeſties. 
When the King ſettled at Bruges, and raiſed four Regiments, 


he gave the Command of one, in December 1656, to the 
Marqueſs, that the Iriſh might be tempted to come over and 
increaſe his Forces; and by the Marqueſs's Intereſt, the 
Town of St. Ghiflain, in which the French had a Garriſon, 
was delivered up to the Spaniards in the beginning of 1657, a

Having been elected a Knight of the Garter 18th Septem- 

ber N. S. 1649, he conſtantly wore the Enfigns, though not 

inftalled or inveſted with the Habit till 15th April 1661; and 


on his Majeſty's Reſtauration was appointed, 1ſt June oor 
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Lord Steward of the Houſhold ; ſworn of his Privy Council; 
made a Lord of his Bedchamber ; and ſoon after L. L. of the 
County of Somerſet ; High Steward of the City and Liber- 
ties of Weſtminſter, 'Kingfton, and Briſtol ; and was reſtored 
to the Chancellorſhip of the Univerſity of Dublin, which he 
had held before the Ufurpation, and ſoon redrefſed the Evils, 
which had befallen it in that Period. In Conſideration of his 
diſtinguiſhed Loyalty, Services, and Sufferings, he was created 
a Peer of England 20th July 1660, by the Titles of Baron 
Butler of Llanthony, and Earl of Brecknock. On 3oth No- 
vember 1660, the King, by his Declaration from Whitehall, 
appointed the Duke of Albemarle, and the Marquis, Truſtees - 
for the ſeyeral Towns of Ireland, and other the Securities for 
the Satisfaction of the Arrears of the 49 Officers. On 7th Fe- 
bruary 1660, he was made Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe, 
and Captain of a Foot Company; and 3oth March 1661, 
created Lord High Steward of England to aſſiſt at the Coro- 
nation on the 23d April, in which folemn Proceſſion he walk- - 
ed immediately before the King, and carried St. Edward's 
Crown, wherewith his Majeſty was crowned : And that very 
Day (3oth March) was created Duke of Ormond in Ireland, 
with the Creation Fee of 40 1. payable out of the Exchequer. 
And the County of Tipperary, which had been feized by 
King James I, was reftored by Patent 2d April 1662, to which 
the King added the County-Croſs of Tipperary; which 
Grants were confirmed by Act of Parliament; and by the 
Acts of Settlement he was reſtored to his whole Eſtate. 

On 4th November 1661, he was declared L. L. of Ireland, 
to univerſal Satisfaction; and arriving at Dublin 27th July

(0 During his Adminiſtration of Affairs in Ireland, he procured many Favours 
from the Crown, for the publick Benefit of the Kingdom. In Auguft 1660, he 


prevailed with the King to fill the four Archiepiſcopal, and twelve Epiſcopal Sees, 


with the moſt eminent Men to be found among the Iriſh Clergy ; at which Time 
great Endeavours being uſed to prevent the Admiſſion of Epiſcopacy, and the Con- 
ſitution of the Church of England, the Clergy of Ireland addreſſed themſelves to 
him for Protection, and ſoon felt the good Effects of his Interpoſition: And the 
Grants he procured for them, drew from all the Biſhops in Dublin an Addreſs of 


Thanks, in the Name of all the orthodox Clergy of Ireland. And that the King- 


dom might never want an able and learned Clergy, he had a Body of Statutes drawn 
up for the Government of the Univerſity of Dublin, to whom he was an eminent and 


ſingular Benefactor in many Reſpects. At a conſiderable Expence and Labour he 


revived the Linen Manufacture, the Foundation of which was lain by the Earl of 
Strafford, to which is owing its now flouriſhing State, He obtained the Al- 
lowance of a free Trade to all foreign Nations, either in War or Peace with England, 
He procured the King's Letters for incorporating a College of Phyſicians in Dublin, 
to improve the Science and reform the Practice of Phyſick in Ireland (which Society 
had the Grant of a new Charter 29th September 1692.) He accompliſhed the 
Foundation of the Hoſpital near Dublin, for ancient and maimed Officers and 
Soldiers of Ireland ; which 19 February 1683, was incorporated a Body Politick 
of Governors, to have perpetual Succeſſion, &c. N 5

and when his Majeſty came there 19th July, he ſplendidly 
entertained him in his Caſtle, attended him into England and 
Holland; and 29th July 1693, was at the Battle of Landen, 
wherein he charged the Enemy at the head of one of Lumley's 
Squadrons, received. ſeveral Wounds, and having his Horſe 
ſhot under him, was reſcued by a Gentleman of the French 
King's Guards from the Hands of a- Villain, about to ftab 
him ; fo that being taken Priſoner, he was carried to Namure, 
but was after exchanged for the Duke of Berwick, made Pri- 
ſoner by Brigadier Churchill. „%% 6c 
By Queen Anne he was appointed 20th April 1702, Com- 
mander in Chief of the Land Forces, ſent againſt France 
and Spain, when he deſtroyed the French Fleet, ſunk the 
Spaniſh Galleons in the Harbour of Vigo, and took the Fort 
of Redondella, for which he received the Thanks of both 
Houſes of Parliament. On 24th June 1702, he was made 
L. L. of the County of Somerſet; and 4th February follow- 
ing her Majeſty declared him L. L. of Ireland, where he was 
received with all Demonſtrations of Joy; and during his Sta 
till the Year 1706 in this high Poſt, governed with more At- 
fection from the People, and kept his Court in greater Splen- 
dor, than ever was known in this Kingdom. _ 

In 1707, he was appointed Colonel of the third Troop of 
Horſe Guards; and 19th October 17 10, again declared L. L. 
of Ireland; alſo iſt January 1711, made Colonel of the firſt 
Regiment of Foot Guards, and declared Captain General and 
Commander in Chief of the Land Forces in Great Britain, 
or which were or ſhould be employed Abroad, in Conjunction 
with the Troops of the Allies ; which Poſt he held 3 wn 
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Treaty of Utrecht in 1713. On 26 June 1713 he was 
made Warden and Admiral of the Cinque Ports, and Con- 
ſtable of Dover Caftle ; and on the Queen's Death was one 
of the Privy Council, who ſigned the Proclamation, declar- 
ing King George I. to be the only lawful and rightful King 
of Great Britain z on whoſe Arrival, he was graciouſly re- 
ceived by his Majefty ; appointed of his Privy Council in 
Ireland; and L. L. of the County of Somerſet ; from which 
he was removed a few Days after, as he had been 18th 
September before from being Captain General of the Army, 
the Lord Viſcount Townſhend then acquainting him, that 
his Majeſty. had no longer Occaſion for his Service in that 
Quality, but would be glad to ſee him at Court. 
The Parliament meeting 17 March 1714, his Grace was 
impeached 21 June 1715, by Mr. Secretary Stanhope, - of 
High Treaſon, and the Houſe of Commons voted that he 
ſhould be impeached accordingly ; whereupon being adviſed 
to avoid the impending Storm of a Parliamentary Proſecu- 
tion (x), he retired 8 Auguſt into France, and was the 20th 
of that Month attainted, his Eſtate forfeited, and ' Honours 
extinguiſhed 3 and the Parliament of this Kingdom, 26th 
June 1716, ide an Act, for extinguiſhing the Regalities 
and Liberties of the County Palatine of Tipperary ; for veſt-

to that Party, that they revived their Charge againſt him upon 
the Score of the Ceſſation, with more Rancour than ever, paſ- 
ling a Vote, 5th. July, That no Man, who conſented to the Ceſ- 
ſation, ſhould fit in Parliament: To this freſh Attack he made 
a gallant Defence in two, excellent Speeches, manifeſting his 
Innocence, and ſhewing his great Loſſes by the Rebellion; 
the Proof of which, joined to the general Tenor of his Con- 
duct, clearing him from all reaſonable Imputation of being a 
Favourer of that Cauſe, the Accuſation was, with great Ho 
nour to him, diſmiſſed, and he reſumed his Seat in Parliament, 
from which he had withdrawn during the Pendency of this

Soon after, the Army Faction finding it Time to throw off 
the Maſk, impeached oral leading Members of the Houſe, 
who obſtructed their Meaſures, whereupon they withdrew ;

which were iſſued out on that Occafion. Nor did he quit the 
Cauſe he had undertaken, till the Army had actually poſſeſſed 

the City, and that no Poſſibility of Refiftance was left; when, 
juſtly dreading the Effect of their firſt Refentment, he retired 
into the Country till the September following, when hearing 
that new Matters of Accuſation were preparing againſt him, 
relating to the Exerciſe of his Place as Commiſſary-General, 
he returned and demanded his Trial, which was poftponed 
from the Inſufficiency of the Charge; and though ſtanding in 
theſe perilous Circumſtances, and that the Independents were 
then abſolute Maſters of the Parliament, he had the Courage 
to deliver to the Houſe, a ſtrong Remonftrance from Lord In- 
chiquin's Army, againft their Meafures.

Management of his own Affairs, and the ardent Zeal he had 


thewn for the Propagation of the Goſpel : And King Charles I, 


being truly ſenſible of his unblemiſhed Integrity in the Proteſt- 
ant Religion, approved his Purchaſe from the Earl of Dyſart, 
of the Abbacy of Aberbrotheck, which was erected into a tem- 
poral Lordſhip, with the Right of Patronage of the Churches of 
Aberbrotheck, Arbirlot, and others formerly belonging to that 
Monaſtery ; which, together with the old Patronages of his Fa- 
mily, placed him amongſt the greateſt Patrons in Scotland. 

King James, at his Death, recommended him to bis Son 
Prince Charles, as a Perſon to be relied on in Honour and Fi- 


delity; of which that Prince was before ſo well ſatisfied, that 


he continued him in bis Bedchamber; made him, 5th Septem- 
ber 2632, Sheriff Principal of Forfarſhire, and Keeper of his 
Majeſty's Houſe and Park at Eltham, During the Civil Wars 
he attended the King in all the Battles, in which his Majeſty 
was perfonally engaged ; and waited on him to Oxford, where 
ke continued till the firſt War was brought to an End, by his

HE Surname of STEWART, STUART, or STEUART, 25 
the beſt Scottiſh Hiſtorians affirm, had its Origin in the 
following Manner: 5 TY | 
Duffus, the ſeventy-eighth King of Scotland, left a Son 
Grimus, the eighty-ſecond King, and a Daughter, married to 


the Thane of Lochabar. Grimus dying childleſs in the Year 
. 1003, Malcelm II (Son to King Kenneth III) ſucceeded to 


the Crown; but proving a Tyrant, he was cut off by Con- 


ſpiracy in 1033, and ſucceeded by Duncan I, (his Grandſon by 
his Daughter Beatrix, Wife of Albanach, or Grimus, the 


chief Thane, or Governor of the Scots Iſlands) who conſtituted 


Banco, (Son to the aforeſaid Thane of Lochabar, and Nephew 


to Grimus, the eighty-ſecond King of Scotland) General of 
his Army, and Receiver of his Revenues ;. but the Highland 
Rebels being encouraged, by the Mildneſs of King Duncan, 
to diſturb his Reign, he was enforced to make his firſt Couſin 
Macbeth, (Grandſon to Malcolm II, by his Daughter Douada, 
or Docha, Wife of Finley, the Thane of Angus) his Viceroy 
in the Year 1040; whoſe Succeſs againſt the Rebels raiſed 
his Ambition to aim at the Crown, which he uſurped in the 
ſixth Year of his Deputation, by murthering Duncan and 
Banco before-mentioned ; the latter of whom he put to death, 
on pretence that he underſtood by Sorcery, that his (Banco's) 
Iſſue ſhould enjoy the Crown. Hereupon Fleance, the Son of

The firſt, who ſettled in Ireland, were Sir William Stewart,

the Advice of his Council, finding it fit to. give way for the 
Levies of Recruits, for the Service of the Crown of Sweden, 


granted a Warrant from Weſtminſter 15th May, to Colonel 


Robert Stewart, to take up in Ireland and tranſport 400 Vo- 
Junteers ; and that Service requiring his careful Endeavour and 


' Attendance, his Majeſty recommended him to the Chief Go-

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vernor's juſt Favour in all his own Affairs, ſo as he might not 


ſuffer therein by his Abſence. 


On 11th April 1638 he was appointed Captain of Culmore-

1000 Foot and a Troop of Horſe, to take the beſt Meaſures 
he could for the Security of the Country ; in which (as on for- 


mer Occaſions) he was not wanting; for he had no ſooner 


raiſed his Regiment, than, with his Brother, he relieved Cap-- 
tain Mervyn, beſieged in the Caſtle of Augher, wherein they 
ſaid Proportion of Land (upon the general Survey of all the Lands in Tyrone lately

was perſuaded, would eaſily be granted, when the King ſhould 


underſtand the State of the Kingdom, with thoſe Circum-- 
ſtances in which he was to repreſent it. 


His Lordſhip (by the Perſuaſion of ſome Friends, contrary 


to the Advice of others) was induced to undertake this Meflage 
to the King, in Conjunction with Sir Stephen Rice, Chief Baron 
of the Exchequer, upon the Lord Tyrconnel's moſt ſolemn” 


Affirmation of his Sincerity in it, and his Intimation, that if 


the King ſhould not comply, he would look upon his Refuſal 


to be forced on him hy thoſe, in whoſe Power he was, and that 
he would think himſelf obliged to do it without his Conſent. 


The Lord Mountjoy was aſſured by ſome Friends, this was 


all Artifice, contrived only to amuſe the Proteſtants, and 


him, the likelieſt Man to head them, removed out of the Way. 


But to this he replied, that his going into France could have 
no Influence on the Councils of England, who were neither 


Privy nor Parties to it; and if they had a mind to reduce the

Walter Devereux, Earl of Effex, to ſuppreſs it ; and, after 
the fatal Diſappointments and Death of that Earl, ſerved un- 
der his Son Robert, Earl of Eſſex, who, 12 March 1598, 
was appointed L, D., and ſent with a very conſiderable Army, 
to proſecute the Rebels: But he returning to England in Sep- 
tember 1599, Mr. Hill continued in the Army under Sir 
Charles Blount, Lord Mountjoy, who ſucceeded upon that 
Earl's Diſgrace, and by him was appointed Governor of 
Olderfleer-Caſtle, an important Fortreſs in thoſe Times, as

cited Thomas de Caterton, Eſq;, who had been Governor of the Caſtle of St. 
Saviour le Vjſcount, into the Court of Chivalry, to appear before the Lord High 
Conſtable of England at Weſtminſter, on Wedneſday 7 March 1380, to an- 
ſwer his delivering up that Caſtle to the French (which he did for a Sum of 
money, when he was ſufficiently provided for its Defence) and Sir John Anneſley 
offering to try the Quarrel by Combat, Caterton was apprehended and impriſon- 
ed, but ſhortly after ſet at Liberty at the Suit of the Lord Latimer, and endea- 
voured for a Time to avoid the Challenge by frivolous exceptions: But, it being 
at length determined by the Opinion of true and ancient Knights, that ſuch a 


foreign Controverſy, which had no Reaſon within the Limits of the Realm, 


was lawful to be tried by Battle, if the Cauſe were firſt notified to the 
Conſtable and Mareſchal of the Realm, and that the Combat was accepted by 
the Parties; John, Duke of Lancaſter, 34 Son of King Edward III. (who go- 
verned all Things at Pleaſure during his Father's laſt Sickneſs) ſwore, that if 
Caterton did not perform what he ought; to do therein, according to the Law of 
Arms, he ſhould be drawn to the Gallows, as a Traitor, Thereupon, at 3 
Court of Honour, held on Friday 10 March, they were ordered to engage in 
Duel; and 7 June 1380 all Things being provided, the Liſts railed, and the 
King, his Nobles, and a prodigious Concourſe of People aſſembled in the Palace» 
Yard of Weſtminſter, Sir John Anneſley, armed and mounted on a fair Cour- 
ſer, entred firſt, as Appellant, ſtaying till his Advecſary, after being thrice ſum- 
moned by a Herald to defend his Cauſe, ſhould come, who at the third Call 
appeared, in like manner armed and mounted. He was a mighty Man of 
Stature, and far overtopp'd the Knight, who, among. thoſe that were of a 
mean ſtature, was one of the leaſt. They began firſt with Spears, then with 


Swords, and laſtly with Daggers; and fought ſo long, that the Knight bereft 
the Eſquire of all his Weapons, and manfelly overthrew him, ſo that he fell 


down in a Swoon ; on his Recovery from which, the Knight called him, 
Traitor and falſe perjured Man, aſking if he durſt try the Battle again; 
but having neither Senſe nor Spirit to anſwer, Proclamation was made that the 
Battle was ended: So that whether Juſtice, or Chance, or Valour only decided 
the Buſineſs, the Knight prevailed (as Hollinſbed, who relates this Combat at 
large, remarks) to the great rejoicing of the Common People, and Diſcourage- 
ment of Traitors, And Caterton, as ſome ſay, about 9 o' Clock the next 
Day died of his Wounds 3 though, conſidering the Laws attending Duels, one 
may be inclined to embrace Fabian's Authority, who affirms, that he was drawn

Siege whereof the Rebels came upon a ſudden in ſuch Numbers, as he could 
make no Way into the Town, and ſo was forced to maintain his Houſe' within 
a Mile of the Enemy: But their Multitudes ſo increaſed, as he was no way 
able to refiſt them, and they broke and forced into his Houſe in great Parties 
once or twice, and reſided there againft his Will: But abhorring their Ways, 
he determined to leave his Houſe, and come to his Majeſty's Forces with the 
firſt Opportunity, which was when the Earl of Ormond came to Garretſtown, 
within ten Miles of his Dwelling ;- to whom, of his own free Defire and Accord, 
he immediately repaired (tho? with. much hazard of his Life) and humbly ſub- 
mitted and, preſented himſelf to his Majeſty's Obedience and Service, and ſo 
came to Dublin to his Service Kid Protection; where, on his coming, the Lords 
of the Council, 12 March 1741, committed him Priſoner to the Caſtle, and ſoon 
after he was indicted of Treaſon in the King's-Bench, chiefly for receiving the 


Rebels into his Houſe, whereas he was not able to tefift them: And being the 


fourth or fifth that preſented themſelves, after his Majeſty's Proclamation from 
Weſtminſter 1 January, and the Number of them that ſo came exceeded not 14 
or 16 Perſons in the whole Kingdom; yet all were committed and indicted ; 
ſome put to the Rack and otherwiſe afflicted, ſo as many were deterred from 
Submiſſion (as it may be conceived) by the Severity extended to thoſe few, that 
of their own accord came to his Protection and Service. Having in great Diftreſs 
remained in Priſon, above 12 Months, Bail being refuſed, his Requeſt Was, 
that the King would conſider the inevitable Neceſſity of his receiving the Rebels 
into his Houſe, for which Cauſe chiefly he was indicted of High-Treafon, and 
the Indictment found by ſuch Men, againſt whom he had legal Exceptions, and 
ſome of the Examinations taken againſt him were-extorted by Menaces with the 


Rack and ſuch like Puniſhments, and that himſelf, in Examination, was much 


enforced, by leaving out all that might lawfully mitigate or excuſe his' Offence ; 
and that it was conceived, his Majeſty's Proclamation, and the Order of Parlia- 
ment, with his humble Submiſſion and coming to Dublin, as ſoon as poſſibly 
he could, would in Honour and Juſtice give pardon to greater Tranſgreſſions. 
The Benefit of all which he implored, and to be releaſed upon Bail, that ſo he 
might preſerve that little Fortune, which was not as yet poſſeſſed by the Rebels, 
whereby to keep his Wife and Children from ſtarving. This was confirmed.

(e) His Lordſhip preferred a Petition to King Charles I, ſetting forth, that by 
reaſon there was no certain Place appointed within the County of Mayo for the 
holding of the Aſſizes, Seffions, and other publick- Meetings of the Minifters of 
Juſtice about the Affairs of that County, and that the Gaol being kept in Conge, 
in the moſt remote Part of the County, the Inhabitants did not only ſuffer in 
their Eftates, by the journeying of the diſorderly Priſoners with their Guard 
through the Country, to the Place where the Judges met; but Juſtice alſo ma. 
ny Times was prevented by the ordinary Eſcape of notorious Malefactors; and 
whereas the Town of Ballinearra, otherwiſe Bellcarra, was a fit Place in all Re-

Companies of Foot, conſiſting of 300 Men, beſides Officers, 
and for ſome Months kept it free from all Diſturbances, 
without any Aſſiſtance from the Government. But (as Sir 
Richard Cox obſerves in the Preface to his Hiſtory) there be- 
ing, during thoſe Diſtractions, no leſs than ſive different Ar- 
mies in Ireland, each purſuing different Intereſts, that, in 
which his Lordſhip ſerved, among other Exploits, laid Siege 
to Caſtlebar ; which he took, and upon the Surrender, a- 
greed by Articles, that the Engliſh ſhould march away with 
their Arms, and be ſafely convoyed to Galway. But ma- 
ny of them being murther'd by the Way 13 February 1641, 
at the Bridge of Shrule, which divides the Counties of Mayo 
and Galway, whither his Lordſhip had ſafely conducted 
them ; his Son Sir Theobald was brought to his Trial for 
that Maſſacre, after the Kingdom was reduced by the Par- 
liament ; and they were both excepted from Pardon (though 
he was dead, having departed this Life in 1649) by Crom- 
well's Act of Parliament, paſſed 12 Auguſt 165, for the 
Settlement of Ireland. His Lordſhip's Conduct, durin 
this Rebellion, having never been ſet in a clear Light, I ſhal 
ſhew in the Notes, by what Steps he forſook his Religion, 
and how far he was inſtrumental in the ſaid Maſſacre (a). 


4) Mr. John Gouldſmith, Lacumbent of Braſhowle in the County of Mayo, 
in his Depoſition befere the Privy Council and Commiſſioners authorized far that 
Purpoſe, informs us, that between 3 and 4 Years before the Rebellion began, 
Francis Gouldſmith his Brother (who was a Romiſh Prieſt of good Account, be- 
ing Capilian Majore of the Caſtle of Antwerp in Brabant) ſent him a Letter by 
one Father Riecard Barret, a Jeſvit and Spaniſh Preacher, and (as he had heard 
an Agent for the Itiſh in thoſe Parts; by which his Brother required him, by 
many earneſt and attractive Arguments, to leave Ireland; and, removing. a 
Impediments, Delays and Excuſes, thus concludes, ** I wonder, Brother, you 
vill live in ſo baſe a Kingdom; you'll ſay, you have Wife and Children, 
Hand cannot come; ſell the little Goods you have, and come away with your 
% Wife and Children.“ And about the latter End of July, before the Rebel- 
lion began, he obſerved that certain Jriſb Smiths had in a ſhort Space made a 
Multitude of Skeins, whereby he-conceived that ſome ſudden Miſchief and Inſur- 
rection would e're long enſue, and which would amount to no leſs than ſuch a 
Rebellion, which, as he ſuſpected, had been diſcovered to bis Brother. 
The firſt Man, robb'd in the County of Mayo, was one Mr, Perceval, where- 
upon the Lord Mayo, with a certain Number of Men, purſued thoſe Rebels, 
that had taken his Cattle; and coming to à Paſs through a Ford at Ballyhownes, 
the Rebels had there fortified a Mill againſt them. with Muſquetiers, their Ar- 
my being. not far off prepared for Battle: But after ſome Intercourſe between 

his Lordſhip and them by Meſſengers, be gave them a Protection; and then 
after much Shouting and Joy on both Sides (both Parties being intermingled 


they lodged that Night at the Abbey of Ballyghownes, among a Company of 


Friers, by whoſe Inſtructions they then broke forth into all inhuman Practices, 
barbarous Cruelties, and open Rebellion, Upon which, the Deponent in his 
Diſtreſs, came with his Wife and Family to the Lord Mayo, who then had in 
his Houſe of Bellearrow, Mr. Gilbert, a diſtreſſed. Miniſter, with his Wife and 
Family, and three other Gentlemen, all which he entertained at his Table, +

"He married firſt Honora, Daughter to Sir John Burke of 


Derrymaclaghtny in the County of Galway, Knt., by the 
Lady Margaret Burke, Daughter to Ulick, the 3d Earl of 
Clanrickard; and 2dly Tſabella, Daughter to —— Freake, 
and Widow of Sir —— Benboe, Knt., and by her, (who is 


then made his Complaint in what a deſpicable Caſe the State had left him, with- 


out Help or Succour, he having ſent to them for Relief. 

About that Time News came from the Rebels, that they would have the 
Lord Mayo go with them into open Action and Hoſtility againſt the Pro- 
teſtants; and quickly after, there came a Report, that upon a certain Night his 
Caſtle ſhould be beleaguer'd ; wherefore about Midnight his Lordſhip went forth 


with his Men for the Encounter, but the Rebels came not, His Lordſhip was 


miſerably perplexed in the Nights with anxious Thoughts; but not long after he 
propounded a Queſtion to Mr. Gouldſmith and Mr. Bringhurſt, whether he, in 
this great Extremity, having no Relief from the State, might not take thoſe 
Men in Rebellion into Protection, and make uſe of them as he thought fit for 
his Majeſty's Service? The former oppoſed this Step; but his Lordſhip's Inten- 
tions being to ſubdue thoſe of Cofiiloe by the Men of Gallen, and thoſe of Gallen 
by the Rebels that lived in the Carragh, ſent to Sir Henry Bingham, and de- 


" fired a Conſultation with him and his Council in Caſtlebar about this Matter; 
but Sir Henry (fearing ſome Interruption in the Way) dared not to give him a 
Meeting; upon which, my Lord propounded the Matter in Writing; defiring, 


that if he and his Council ſhould approve it, they would put their Hands unto 
it. Sir Henry approved and figned it, with Mr. Barnard, Mr. Buchanan, and 
Dean Varges ; and his Lordſhip having received this, it was alſo ſigned by 
Archdeacon Gilbert, Mr. Bringhurſt, and Mr. Gouldſmith,. _. 
Immediately upon this, Mr. Gouldſmith perceived Motions towards Popery 
in his Lordſhip's Houſe ; Popiſh Books of Controverſy were ſent to bim; and 
Laughlin Keby, the titular Archbiſhop of Tuam, came and reconciled his Lord- 
ſhip to the Romiſh Church: About which Time, Sir Henry Bingham ſent him 


a Letter to this Effect. I underſtand your Lordſhip is gone to Maſs ; I am your 


Lerdfhip's Servant in what Way ſoever your Lordſhip ſhall walk. And all the 
Englith in the, Country following their Example, there remained not in the whole 


County of Mayo one/Clergyman or Layman, to preſerve the Memory of the 


Proteftant Religion, ten Perſons only excepted, viz. the Viſcounteſs Mayo, the 
Lady Bourke, Mrs. Burley, Mr Tarbock, Mrs. Hanmer, Owen the Butler, 
Alice, the Cook- Maid, Mr. and Mrs: Gouldſmith, and Grace, their Child's 


Norſe ; ſo that thoſe of the Laity, who turned to Maſs, did amount to 1000 


in Number in that County ; (the Clergy, ſume being fled, ſome murder'd, and 
the reft turned to Maſs) but Mr. Gouldſmith, by his Lordſhip's Permiſſion, 
continued his Miniſtry in the Houſe, diſputed with Prieſts that came to ſeduce 


the Ladies, and publickly anſwered ſuch Popiſh Books of Controverſy, as they 


put in their Hands, inſomuch that his Lordſhip was greatly maligned and perſe- 
cuted about him; and the ſaid titular Archbiſhop reproved his Lordſhip for 
keeping him to exerciſe his Miniſtry, and maintain his Religion, ſaying, be muſt 
deliver him up to them. What will you do with him? (fays my Lord) We will, 
faid the Biſhop, ſend him to his Friends Tou will, ſaid my Lord, ſend him to 
Shrule to be lain, as you did others; but if you will give me fix of your Prieſis, 


to be bound Body for Body, for his ſafe convoying to his Friends, I will deliver 


him to you. The Biſhop refuſed that Motion; yet ſo far prevailed, that he was 
cohfined to 2 private Part of the Houſe, and of a long time dared not publickly 
to exerciſe his Miniftry, or ſhew himſelf in the Houſe, for fear of being mur- 


dered. Nevertheleſs, on Sabbath-Days he exerciſed the ſame privately, ſome- 


times in the preſence of but one, and ſeldom to more than two; *till at length 
the Lady "Mayo perceiving that her Servants heard Divine Service privately, 


grew to ſuch earneſt Impatience and Boldneſs, that ſhe plainly told her Lord, ſhe 
would not be an Atheiſt, but would again enjoy the Miniſtry; wherein ſhe pre-

called Elizabeth, in an Order of Government 29 March 
1654, allowing her, an Engliſh Gentlewoman, the Sum of 
25 l. on account of her old and decrepid Age, and her low 


and neceſſitous Condition, to bear the Charges of her Voy- 


age to England; and who died in 1663) he had no Iſſue, 


but by the firſt had three Sons, Sir Theobald, his Succeſſor; 


John, Edmond, engaged in the Rebellion, both died child- 
jeſs; and a Daughter Margaret, married to John Moore of 
Bries in the County of Mayo, Eſq; by whom ſhe bad no 


vailed ſo far, that from thenceforth he more publickly performed his Functions 
to thoſe few remaining Proteſtants, until he came from thence. hte 

But whilſt ke ſtay'd there, Sir Henry Bingham's Caſtle of Cafflebar being be- 
Jeaguer'd by the Rebel Edmond Bourke, Sir Henry defired the Lord Mavo to 
take that Caſtle from him, and to keep it for his Uſe, for that he himſelf could 
hold it no longer; whereupon he went thither with his Forces, but the reft of 
the Caſtle not aſſenting to part with it, he returned home. About which time, 
the Biſhop of Killalla [Dr. Jann Maxwell] having formerly loſt his Caftle and 
Goods, contracted with Bourke of Caſtleleaken to give him a ſafe Convoy ; but 
he moſt perfidiouſly brought him into the Hands of the ſaid Edmond Bourke (as 
he was befieging Caftlebar) who propoſed to have put him upon the Engine or 


Sow, which he had prepared for undermining and breaking down the Caftle, 


purpoſely that if the Beſieged ſhould ſhoot againſt the Seb, they might hit the 
Biſhop their Friend: Whereof the Lord Mayo having Notice, wrote a Letter to 
Bourke the Convoy, blaming his Perfidiouſneſs, and fignifying plainly unto him, 
that if he did not deal with the Biſhop according to his Promiſe, he would deal 
with him as an Enemy, whereſoever he met him; whereupon, Bourke brought 
the Biſhop within Sight of his Lordſhip's Houſe, and there left him. His Lord- 
ſhip then went to meet the Biſhop, and took him and his Family home, where 
he kindly entertained them, and gave him a Band to put about his Neck, and a 
Shirt which he wanted, and kept him, with his Wife, 3 Children, Servants, 


and five or fix of his Miniſters for 8 or 10 Days. At that Time Sir Henry Bing- 


ham again defired his Lordſhip to come and take his Caftle, which he could no 


longer keep; whereupon, he marched thither with an Army, drove away Ed- 


mond Bourke, and entered and poſſeſſed the Caſtle, upon Quarter and his Pro- 
miſe to convoy the Garriſon ſafe to Galway. Whereupon, Sir Henry, with his 
Company, the Biſhop of Killalla, and many of the neighbouring Engliſh, a- 
bove 60 in number {whereof ſome 15 Miniſters) were taken to be convoyed to 


Galway, his Lordſhip covenanting with one Edmond Bourke for their ſafe Con- 


voy upon a certain Day, in whoſe cuſtody he left them at Shrule; but was not 
gone far, when Bourke drew out his Sword, direCting the reſt what they ſhould 
do, and began to maſſacre theſe Proteſtants ; ſome whereof were ſhot; ſome 
ſtabb'd with Skeins ; ſome run through with Pikes; ſome caſt into the Water 
and drown'd; and the Women, that were ſtripp'd naked, lying upon their 
Huſbands to ſave them, were run through with Pikes ; ſo that very few eſcap- 
ed; among whom was the Biſhop of Killalla, but was wounded in the Head; 
and Mr, Crowd, a Cletgyman, was ſo beaten with Cudgels on his Feet, that he 
died thereof ſhortly after, the other Miniſters being ſlain. 


This bloody Affair is more diſtinctly ſpecified in the Depoſition of Henry Bring- 


hurſt of Kilkeran in the County of Mayo, Eſq;, who depoſeth, that his Lordſhip, 
with his Son Sir Tibbot Bourke, did perſonally accompany the faid unhappy 
People from Caſtlebar, 'Kinturk, and Bellcarrow, with five Companies of Sol- 


diers, for their better ſecurity, to the Town of Shrule, where two Companies 
were to receive them over the Bridge, being in the County of Galway, and fur 


their more ſafe Convoy, the Titular Archbiſhop of Tuam faithfully promiſed

Sir Theobald Bourke, the za Viſcount Mayo, was educat- 
ed in the Univerſity of Oxford, under the great Archbiſhop 
Laud, who, at his Trial, boafted of having brought up 
that young Nobleman in the Proteſtant Religion. In 


1639 he was Knight in Parliament for the County of Mayo; 


vpon them four Nig 


his Lordſhip, to accompany them with his Letter, and ſeveral Priefts and Friers, 
to ſee them ſafely delivered at the Fort of Galway : And being all come to 
Shrule on Saturday Night, the-12th of February 1641, the Lord Mayo provid. 
ed for them at the Houſe of Serjeant Robert Lambert and othets, and the next 
Day for their Dinner, lying that Night in one Bed with the Biſhop of Killalla, 
whoſe Wife and Children, according to his Deſire, lay in the next Chamber, 
The next Day being Sunday (that bloody Day) the Gentlemen of the Barony 
of Kilmaine, finding themſelves much burthen'd by the Soldiers (having lain 

ene to be eaſed of them, by ſending them to their 
omes, for that they had brought them to the end of the County of Mayo, 


where they were to be received by the Companies of Murrough-na-Doe O Fla- 


betty and Ulick Bourke of Caſtlehacket, who lay that Night within two miles 
of Shrule, and appointed to meet the Company at Kilnemanagh about a Mile 
from Shrule on Sunday Morning. Upon which earneſt Requeſt of the Gentry, 
the Lord Mayo diſraiſſed his Companies (except one under the Command of 


Captain Walter Bourke, who lived within a Mile of Shrule, or little more) 


his Company, had wounded and ſtripp'd him, with his Wife and Children and all 


that inhuman bloody Maſſacre ; fearing beſides the Laſs of his Son, and that 


the Slaughter, they charged him, (having his Sword drawn againſt them) both 
with their Pikes and Muſquets, and would have killed him, but that John 


which Company being then commanded by his Brother Edmond, was appointed 
£0 convey the Company to Killnemanagh, to the two Companies there ready to 
receive them; and it being almoſt 12 o' Clock, and the March long (14 Miles) 
and having no Place nearer for the poor Travellers to lodge at that Night than 
Clare, which was ten Miles, the ſaid Edmond Bourke having, with his wicked 


Company, been at Maſs, and the Titular Biſhop having failed to ſend either 


Prieſts, Friers, or Letter, and the Town not able to provide for the Company 
another Night, the ſaid Bourke deſired to be going, undertook for their ſafe 
delivery at Killnemanagh, and the Company being deſirous to get to Galway, the 
Lord Mayo furniſhed them with his own and his Son's Horſes, ſo that his Son 
had not a Horſe left to go with him; and having ſeen the Biſhop, with his 
Wife, and Children, and the reſt that had Horſes, mounted, he took leave with 
them ; and, accompanied only by two or three Horſemen, rode away toward: 
©onge, Sir Tibbot Bourke's Houſe, 6 Miles from Shrule; who (notwithſtanding 
that he rode a good round Pace, for the Weather was very cold) intending to ſtay 
for his $on at the Heuſe of ene Andrew Lynch, 2 Miles ſhort of Conge, a Meſ- 
ſenger, as he was ready to diſmount, came and told him, that preſently after he 
was out of Sight, the al Edmond Bourke and his Men fell upon the Biſhop and 


the reft, had murder'd ſome, and were about to murder the Remainder, Where- 
upon, his Lordſhip went inſtantly into a Chamber, and there wept bittetly; 
pulling off his Hair, and refuſing to hear any manner of Perſwaſion or Com- 
Fort, or to be patient, having no means at that Time left him to be revenged for 


now they were entred into Blood, they would fall upon himſelf, being then 
a Proteſtant, with the few Engliſh he had under his der ee And within 
half an Hour after came Sir Tibbot his Son, who with Tears related the Tre- 
gedy, but could not certainly tell who was killed, or who eſcaped : But being 
demanded by his Father, why he would ever come away, but either have pre- 
ſerved their Lives, or have died with them ? Anſwered, that when they began 


Garvy, the Sheriff of the County of Mayo, (who was Brother-in-law to Ed- 
mond Bourke, the principal Murderer) came in betwixt him and them, took 
bim in his Arms, and by the Aſſiſtance of others, forcibly carried him over 
the Bridge, brought him a Horſe, and cauſed him to be gone after bis 9

and during the Courſe of the Rebellion, performed many 
good Services to the King by his Courage and Prudence; 
and, among the reſt, perſuaded his Kinſman Rickard Bourke, 
in 1640, to quit the Vuntio's Faction, and return to the 
King's Obedience; who no ſooner did fo, than, as a Teſ- 
timony of his Sincerity, he diſcovered to Sir Theobald a 
Combination between Prince Rupert, then Admiral of the 
Fleet in the Iriſh Seas, and ſome Officers in Ireland, of form- 
ing a Scheme to ſerve their Country, Religion, and King in 
an oppoſite Way to the L. L.; which Sir Theobald imme- 

diately communicated to the Marqueſs of Clanrickard, who 
made it known to the L. L., whereby it was prevented. 
But in 1052, after the Kingdom was reduced by Cromwell, 
and the military Service in a manner finiſhed, the Commiſ- 
ſioners of Parliament began their Civil Adminiftration by 
erecting a high Court of Juſtice (as they called it) to try 


for that he could there do no good, but would be killed or endangered, if he 
oppoſed them, whereupon he came away. The next Day his Lordſhip going 
to Conge, lay in Bed two or three Days, without taking any Suſtenance; but 
the third Day went to the Houſe of the titular Archbiſhop (being within a 
Quarter of a Mile) where he was that Nay received to Maſs, and within two 
Days after took his Way to a great Meeting of the County at the Town of 
Mayo; from which Time he was ever (or for the moſt Part) under the Com- 
mand of the Romiſh Clergy ; and 1 Auguſt 1642 was choſen, with the Lord 
Clanmories, to repreſent the County of Galway in the Provincial Council fer 
Conaught; by which, beld at Ballinrobe that Month, he was elected Gover- 
nor of the County of Mayo, having for his Guard and Attendants 100 Foot and 
50 Horſe allowed him in Pay; and that Year was appointed one of the Su- 
pream. Council at Kilkenny, About which Time, the Clan- Jordans, Clan- 
Steevens, and Clan-Donells came to Strade and Ballylahap, and gathering toge+ 
ther all the Britiſh they found there, cloſed them up in a Houſe (in the ſame 
manner as had been done at Sligo, where a Butcher with his Axe, ſlew 40 in 
one Night). with an Intent that Night to murder them; but Notice being — 
of given to the Lord Mayo, he prevented their Wickedneſs, and preſerved the 
poor Innocent People from Slaughter. And being quite weary of his Engage- 
ments with the Iriſh, he made his Eſcape in January 1644 the Supream 
Council at Kilkenny, vowing he would never be under their Obedience. 
Sixty-five Perſons were killed at Shrule, among whom were two Women great

diſtracted Times ; ſo that I ſhall but briefly obſerve, that he 
was born at Denton 17 January 1611, and reſided chiefly at 
Nun-Appleton near York, in a handfome Houſe, built by 
bis Anceſtors, who had a Grant of the Scite and Eftate of 
that Nunnery, upon its Diſſolution, He learned the Art of 
War in the Low-Countries ; was knighted in 1640, and 
entring into the Service of the Parliament upon their raiſing 
an Artny againſt the King, was made General of the Horſe, 
under his Father, and did in September 1642 (with Captain 
Hotham, Son to the famous Governor of Hull) advance ſo - 
far againſt York, as to fortify Tadcaſter and Wetherby, and 
near the latter repulſed Sir Thomas Glemham in two furious 
Aſſaults he had made upon their Forces. In 1644 he be» 
ſieged Latham-Houſe in Lancaſhire; defeated (11 April) Co- 
lonel John Bellafiſe, Governor of York, at Selbie, whom 
he took, with many Officers, 1600 Soldiers, 4 Pieces of 
Cannon, 2000 Arms and 500 Horſes z and (3 July) he had 
a principal Share in the Victory of Marſton- Moor, over 
Prince Rupert and the Marqueſs of Newcaſtle, receiving a 
Cut in his Cheek at the firſt Charge, and having his Horſe 
| ſhot under him in the ſecond; and upon the Surrender of 

York ſoon after, being ordered to reduce all the Garriſons 
in that County, he received a dangerous Shot in the Shoul- 
der, in attempting to take Helmſley-Caſtle, by which his 
Life was for ſome time deſpaired of; but upon his Recovery 
he was voted by the Parliament 21 January 164+ (the 34th 
Year of his Age) Commander in Chief of all their Forces, 
which he headed with ſuch Succeſs, as to reduce the King's 
Affairs to the loweſt Ebb, of which none could more hear- 
tily repent. than he did, if we may believe his own Memo- 
rials of the Northern Actions. On 16 April 1645 he was 
appointed the Parliament's Governor of Hull; and 14 June 
that Vear totally routed the King at Naſeby; retook Lei- 
ceſter, the 18th; defeated Colonel Goring at . 10 
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July . Bath, Sherborne-Caſtle, Tiverton, 
artmouth and Briſtol; beat the Lord Hopton, General of 
the King's Weſtern Army, at Torrington on 16 February 
1645; obliged the Prince of Wales to retire into the Iſlands 
of Scilly and Jerſey; and then reducing all the Weſt, took 
Oxford, Exeter and ' Barnſtaple on the 9 and 13 April, and 
24 June 1646; in which Year he led the Preſbyterian Party 
in the Houſe, and when his Majeſty was brought to the Ar- 
my in 1647, he waited on him, conducted him to London, 
xermitted his Chaplains to attend him, and was made Con- 
ſtable of the Tower; and though the next Vear he ſtill ad- 
hered to the Parliament, and took the Town of Colcheſter 
for them, yet was he againſt the Murder of the King, and 
reſolved to prevent it, but was deceived by Cromwell, to the 
very Day of his Majeſty's Execution, and even then drawn 
by him into ſeeking God by Prayer, till the Blow was over. 
On 31 March 1649 he was continued General of the Ar- 
my by the Rump Parliament, but being diffatisfied with their 
rene and having an Eſteem for Scotland, whereof 
he was a Peer, when War was declared againſt that King- 
dom he laid down his Commiſſion 26 June 1650, and was 
ſucceeded therein by Oliver Cromwell.— In 1653 he was 
Lord of the Iſle of Man and the Iſles; and in 1659 heartily 
concurred with General Monck in the King's Reftauration, 
being the firſt Perſon of Quality that ſtirr'd in the Northern 
Parts of England, and raifing Forces, he ſummoned, and on 
New-Year's Day took Poſſeſſion of York, to facilitate the 
General's March from Scotland to London, whom he re- 
ceived into the City with open Arms (11 January) and 
during his Stay of five Days frequently conſulted how beſt to 
accompliſh this momentous Tranſaction; and had the Ho- 
nour to be one of the Commiſſioners, which compoſed the 
ſolemn Deputation, ſent by the Parliament to the King at the 
Hague, by whom he was received with ſingular Favour ; and 
- when his Majeſty 11 May 1660 was proclaimed at York, he 
affiſted in that Ceremony, being attended by a Troop of near 
300 Country Gentlemen, who rode with their Hats upon 
their naked Swords Points. — But his Lordſhip ſoon after
